the Benefit of this Drawback ſhall encourage the Farmers of Pro- 
prietors thereof to erect, it cannot be doubted but the printing of all Books, as 


well in Latin as the other Learned Languages, will ſoon be carried thither; be- 


cauſe they will thereby be enabled to print 20 per Cent. cheaper than at London, 
unleſs it ſhall be thought fit to allow the ſame Drawback to the Cities of London 


and Weſtminſter. 
II. That the Privilege of the Cambridge Preſs is at this Time under the Manage- 


ment of one Cromnfield, a Dutchman, who does frequently print, and is con- 
ſtantly ſoliciting the Bookſellers of this City for printing their Books, as well En- 
gliſh as Latin; who, by the Benefit of this Drawback will be enabled to procure 
from London the printing ſuch Works as the other Univerſity ſhall not think worth 


their while, or have Leiſure to undertake, 


III. That what Books ſhall eſcape the Univerſities, will in all Probability be. 


printed in Holland; and, it may be preſum'd, will never bear Date after the 
twenty ninth of September 1711, if they ſhould be allow'd to be imported free 
from the Duty of 3o per Cent. ad Valorem. It is humbly hop'd therefore, the in- 
tended Duty ſhall be laid on all Books impoRTED after a Time limited by this 


Act. 


IV. That ſuch transferring the Work from London to the Univerſities, will be 


very prejudicial to the Printers here, not only by the printing all School Books, ec, 
there ; but becauſe they have, at great Expence, purchaſed Types, as well for 
Latin and Greek, as alſo for the Oriental and Northern Languages; which muſt 
remain an uſeleſs dead Stock on their Hands, unleſs allow'd the ſame Encourage- 
ment as the ſaĩd Univerſities; which they humbly hope will be granted them, 
ſeeing they are capable of printing in thoſe Languages, and have performed them 


wich Reputation; fuch as the Polyglot Bible, the Criticks, Greek Teſtaments, vari- 
ous Lexicons, Dictinnaries, Grammars, and many other curious Books in the Lear. 


ned and Northern Languages. 


All which great Grievances, together with the heavy Duty on Printing-Paper, and 
the Stamps and Duty on News-Papers and Pamphlets, will amount to almoſt 4 
Probibimion of the Printing-Trade in and about London and Weſtminſter , 0 
the utter Ruin and ſtaruing of many Families here, unleſs this Honourable Houſe 
ſhall in Compaſſion be pleaſed, at leaſt to permit them the Liberty of printing all 
Latin Books with the ſame Dramback; or limit the ſaid Drawback for the Unis 
verſities, to ſuch Books only as ſball be by them printed, at their own proper Coſt 
and Charges, and not for the particular Intereſt of any private Perſons what-
